tected as citizens ought to be Settlers are doing a 
fuclish thing—through a mere quibvle— to allow 
that their lands are Crown lands, for any purpose, 
and if they do, the time is quickly coming when they 
will repentat, and probably have to purchase their 
homesteads from the Government, or a railway 
company, for their pains, 

I venture to tell my neighbors, if Uie above inter 
pretation of the law—or no law—be correct, if indeed 
all our iands are Crown lands, then it clearly follows, 
not that any man can cut pine wherever he likes, 
but that, on the concrary,he is distinctly committing 
a lawless act by cutting any wood whatever without 
tne distinct permission of the Government, and the 
payment of the fees necessary for such permission, 
according to the instructions sent here some time ago 
by the authorities at Ottawa.
